HAROLD L. BAKER
TYPHOID VICTIM

Prominent Young Business
Man’s Death Shock to
Friends

ILL ONLY TWO WEEKS

Harold Lindley Baker, one of .the
best known and highly esteemed young
business men In the city died at 5
o'clock this morning at the home of
his parents, 260 Barnum avenue. The
news of his untimely passing came
with cruel force and caused great sor-
row to the multitude of friends and
acquaintances the young man possess-
ed. Death was due primarily to pneu-
monia and the secondary cause was
typhoid fever.

Mr. Baker was stricken about two

weeks ago. He was the local repre-
sentative of the White Manufactur-
ing Co., makers of White Bteamer
cars and his business took him all
over the state. He made the trips
In an automoblle, During his ilness
he tried to account for his malady
but he was unable to say where he
had contracted the fever.

The doctors endeavored to conmnect
the case with the typhoid epidemic at
Woodmont but the young man was
positive that he had not been there.
He drank water anéd milk In several
citles a few days before he was
stricken, the largest quantity of wat-
er having been taken in Hartford.

There were no symptoms of pneu-
monia until yesterday when rapid re-
spiration and a change In tempera-
ture denoted that another allment had
developed, Dr. J. R. Topping the
family physician called a consultation
of physicians. It was feared that the
typhoid infection had punctured the
intestinal organs but an examination
of the blood showed the typhold In-
fectiofr was only secondary.

The deceased was 23 years old and
the oniy child of Mr. and Mrs. Freder-
fck D. Baker. Mrs. Baker who was
Miss Carrle L. Carter before her mar-
riage s critically ill at her home hav-
ing been in a dangerous condition for
several days. She has not been ap-
prieed of her son's death because of
the gravity of her own condition.

The father of the young man is
best known In the business world as
the president of the Acme Shear Co,,

LATHAM MAKES
A NEW RECORD

Breaks All Long Speed
Flights, Average Being
43.5 Miles An Hour

CAMEDOWN, FUELGAYVE OUT

(Special from United Press.)
Rhelms, Aug. 26.—Hubert Latham,
flying in an Antoinette aeroplane, this
afternocon broke the record established
yesterday by Paulhan. it i umof-
ficlally anmnounced as 87 miles in 2
hours and 13 minutes.

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HARRIMAN'S CONDITION
CAUSES GRAVEST FEARS

MARKED DECLINE IN STOCES OF RAILROADS
CONTROLLED BY HIM IN WALL
STREET TODAY

New York, Aug. 26—Alarming reports
as to the true condition of the health
of E. H. Harrimen continpe to 0Oy
thick and fast through Wall Street
today, and despite the apparent lack
of concern shown by the Harriman
brokeras Wall Street operators are
loath to believe the wizard's condition
has been Improved. s
Walter A. Harriman, Harriman's
eldest son, reached Arden today at
12:36 p. m. from the West. Ha was
met at the depnot by the Harriman au-
tomoblle and hurried ‘&t once to the
tower hill,. He declined to discuss his
hurried trip, but declared that it was
not due to any apprehension of his
father's condition.

As a Tesult of rumors the Harriman
igssues were again the prey.of the
bears on the stock exchange at the
opening todmy, the market for the
Harriman stocks belng in a state of
demoralization with early losses In
this particular line of stock.
There were wild scenea on the ex-
change today, brokers Tighting to gét
to the Union Pecific post to execute
selling orders Union Pacifie closed
weak yesterday at 205 1-2.  When the
market opened the price broke with
the force of an avalanche to 202, The
preferred fell 2 points and New York
Central, Southern Pacific and Erle, all
Harriman ssues, yielded a point or
more.
And while Wall Street was in a tur-
moil of activity the Arden home of the
tinancler was qulet. No news would
be given out as to Harriman's condi-
tion save that he was “all right.”
The calling to Arden yesterday after-
roon of Dr. Norman E. Ditman of
New York, a noted specialist in kidney
diseases, revived the rumors that Mr.
Harriman had come home in a seri-
ous condition. Dr. Ditman came back
today. The report that Harriman's
allment was of a cancerous nature and
that a grave operation was Imminent,
was still heard. Immediately after
his return to New York from Arden
last night Judge Lovette is sald to
have held a lengthy conference with
buslress associates of Harriman. The
fact too that Walter Harriman, the
eldest son of the financler, arrived to-
day at Arden to be with his father is
pointed to by brokers as positive as-
gertion that Harriman is seriously il
Young Harriman has been in the far
west as a rodman with a surveying
crew learning the railroad business
from the bottom <up.
Stock Exchange men say it was
Mr. Harriman's intention to have his
son remaln “steadily on the job"” and
that his return to New York bears
out their belief that Harriman wishes
to have his family with him at this
time.
‘Harriman’ personal and business
friends rushed forward today with em-
phatic denials of the Wall Street ru-
mors that the financler was suffering
from & cancerous growth which was
endangering his 1life. His business
associates also deny the Street's report
that Harriman though In a critleal
condition, was hurrying home because
he had unearthed & plot on the part
of some of the directors of the Union
Pacific to oust him and then have a
big “melon outting” of the assets of
the company
